Beginning with the Renaissance, 
the Baroque, and the Rococo, 
through 19th Century realist, ro= 
and impressionist 
the early 20thCentury 
to the contem= 


mantic, 
movernents, 
cubists and nabis, 
porary moderns, the exhibition 


affords a pleasing and interesting 
manner of showing the inter-re- 
lation of art and music by means 
of the representation of bowed and 
plucked stringed instruments. 
Obscured in remote antiquity, 
the origin of the lute, lyre and 
harp are unknown. Discoveries 
in Ur revealed the lyre and harp 


highly developed, richly ornament= 
ed in silver and gold and precious 
stones, and painted in colors. The 
tradition of musical instruments 
as objects of beauty continued, 
and they were collected by princes 
and kings. At Augsburg, in 1566, 
the museum held 400 costly in- 
struments; Henry VIII had 381; 
the Berlin Court had 72, and the 
Dukes of Tyrol at Innsbruck 
boasted 196. Lutes, viols, guitars, 
violins and harps made up an 
average of one-third of the collec- 
tions, with the balance in wind 
and percussion instruments. 

The lute, a plucked instrument, 
was used in one variationor anoth- 
er in ancient Persia (where it is 
believed to have originated), Egypt, 
China, and Europe, retaining its 
characteristic pear form. It was 
widely used until the 18th Century 
when the violin, viols and larger 
bowed instruments, and the guitar, 
came into greater popularity with 
the development of ensemble 
music. 

Artists of every period were 
attracted by the interesting shapes 
of these instruments, their evoca= 
tive connotations and symbolism. 
Stringed instruments appear in the 
work of printmakers of the early 
Renaissance. Shown are Antonio 
da Trento’s ‘Lute Player”, 
Raimondi’s ‘‘Parnassus’’ with the 
lyre. More recently the harp, lute, 
and lyre are presented in their 
classic forms in compositions by 
Daumier, Fantin-Latour, Redon, 
and Tacke.

works of Giacomo Franco in his 
engravings of the legend of 
Orpheus, and later in‘*The Times” 
by Hogarth who utilizes it in a 
political satire recalling Nero and 
the burning of Rome. Daumier’s 
‘tles chanteurs’’ is more of a 

social statement, while recent 
works utilize the highly developed 
violin, cello, and viols for the 
appeal of their shapes. The ele- 
gance of these instruments is seen 


in Duclos’ ‘‘Le concert’’ which 
shows also the harp; in more 
modern manifestations in ‘‘Or= 


chestra’’ by Dufy, Severini’s and 
Hilair’s ‘‘Musicians’’, Heller’s 
‘““EADG’’, and Dayez’ ‘‘Quartette’’. 
The treatment ranges from the 
traditional to cubist and neo-cubist 
styles. 

While earlier, classical works 
employ musical instruments in 
their functional role, or as 
symbols properly used as compo~ 
sitional elements, modern works 
yield representation of creative 
impulses that are directed to 
develop familiar shapes into signi=- 
ficant forms as expressive 
components of dynamic ensembles. 
In cubist prints the forms are 
broken - in neo-cubist works they 
are re-composed so that the in- 
struments regain their 
recognizable shapes, with their 
expressiveness emphasized. 

The same development took 
place in the presentation of the 
guitar, so popular in Spain and 
generally in 19th and 20th Century 
art. Goya, Jacque, and Manet pice- 
tured it in conventional form as 
do contemporaries such as 
Heintzelman, Fabri and Saetti. The 
mandolin, as well as the guitar 
is a favorite with the cubists and 
neo=-cubists since both lend theme 
selves admirably to dynamic 
pattern, So successfully realized in |

The continuity in the evolution 
of these instruments and their 
representation in artistic language 
is a rewarding experience to follow 
both for their role in the field 
of music and their adaptation to 
realistic and suggestive shapes 
for creative expression by promi- 
nent artists, as shown in these 
prints of many media, with one- 
third of their number in color. 

The exhibition covers prints 
from the Renaissance period up 
to the present time. The various 
schools represented are; impres- 
sionist, post-impressionist, and 
cubists; some are in black and 
white and some are in color. 
Among the countries represented 
are Italy, France, England, Ameri- 
ca, and one Turkish. The Gallery 
is open to the public Monday 
through Friday, from 9:30 - 4:30.

Thus a mandamus petition was 
sought, against Building Inspector 
Ernest N. Hall, to require him to 
enforce the zoning by-law by res= 
tricting Mr. Hoffman from parking 
his panel truck at his home on 
Marilyn dr. 

The court ruling directed Mr. 
Hall to enforce the town’s zoning 
by-law, and to require Mr. Hoff- 
man to ‘‘cease and desist’’ from 
practices that are in violation. 
But the argument has been publicly 
presented that the ruling does not 
directly state that parking the truck 
is a violation. Other evidence was 


| presented in the trial of the case, 


concerning other business activi- 
ties at the location, and some 
persons have believed the ruling 
may have taken these into consid= 
eration. 


In his presentation Monday night, 
Mr. Harper wanted the Selectmen 
to know that he had made every 
effort to have the problem decided 
by town officials before resorting 
to court action, and he specifically 
wanted it understood that he had 
tried to present the facts to the 
Selectmen on at least one occasion. 
He had been told, he stated, that 
the matter was under the control 
of the manager, and that it did 
not properly belong before the 
town’s policy-making board. 

Atty. Shaker told the Selectmen 
that the case, although mentioning, 
only one person, actually involves 
many residents who take their 
trucks home at night. He urged 
appeal by the town, commenting 
that the court will probably review 
the affect on the entire town, and 
other businessmen in it. 

**If the building inspector issues 
an order to remove the truck”’, 
Atty, Shaker stated, ‘tno doubt the 
building inspector will have to do 
the same for any others similarly 
parking trucks’’. 

In answer to one question, Atty. 
Fredric S. O’Brien told the group 
that professional offices or a small 
studio are allowed in a residential 
area. Other uses are so-called 
accessory uses to the natureof the 
district. For example, Mr. O’Brien 


| pointed out that nothing in the 
by-laws allows automobiles in re=

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
Change The By-Law x 


The current argument about parking trucks in residential 


areas, starting as it did with one specific case, has now 
grown to astounding proportions. 

At least 200 residents, it is now estimated, are directly 
concerned because they take their commercial vehicles 
home. 

How many residents are bothered is difficult to deter- 
mine; but it is apparent that considerable momentum is 
being established by the drive to arbitrarily ban all truck 
parking in the residential zones. It is, of course, equally 
possible that commercial vehicles other than trucks will 
become involved — station wagons publicly identified with 
the name of a business, for example, might be construed 
to be commercial. 

The man who coined the phrase about having a bear by 
the tail must have been thinking of this problem. For in- 
deed, like the man hanging onto the bear’s tail, the town 
doesn’t dare to let go, nor to hang on, either. 

If the town appeals this case, and the Supreme Court 
ruling bans trucks, then severe hardships have been 
worked on a sizable number of citizens, and enforcement 
becomes a major headache. If the town does not appeal, 
and the Superior Court ruling is uncontested, the building 
inspector can be brought into court on contempt proceed- 
ings, if he does not require that trucks be banned. 

How can the town let go? 


One 
specifying the size and weight of trucks that can be 


way is to write an amendment to the by-law, 
properly garaged in a residential area. 

This may not result in a perfect by-law, but perhaps it 
is a reasonable compromise. 

One way or another, the small businessmen who operate 
the trucks have a right to know exactly where they stand. 
And town officials must also determine where they stand 
and how they will act in the future. 

Men whose livelihoods depend on these smaller trucks 
should not be deprived of their living, nor should they be 
expected to add materially to their cost of operation. But 
the residents must also have some protection from the 
encroachment of larger and larger trucks. Spelling this 
out in a by-law should be seriously considered. 


Open Minds Req uired 


Urban renewal discussions, such as the one held Mon- 
day night with the Selectmen, are the only way to come to 
a full understanding of the subject, and its value to the 
town, 

The Housing Authority intends to hold such talks, prior 
to finalizing plans, with all the appropriate boards, And 
citizens of the town will also have their chance to offer 
suggestions and comments. 

It’s worth repeating what we’ve said before — only a 
thorough comprehension of the plans can lead to their 
success at town meeting next year. Anything less than 
this will only result in the kind of arguments and fighting 
that has been noted in other communities. 

It’s also worth noting that residents should keep an 
open mind on the subject, so that all the details of this 
plan can be accepted and discussed before decisions are 
reached, 

Action on the subject next March will depend entirely 
on how interested local residents become in the next few 
months. Urban renewal can’t be described fully during an 
hour’s debate at the meeting, and thus we all owe it to the 
Housing Authority to listen carefully, ask intelligent 
questions and take part in serious discussion without pre-

Summer Session 
At Phillips Academy 


The Andover Summer Session, 
conducted by Phillips Academy, 
has announced plans for the coming 
summer. Robert P. Hulburd, 
director, announced that the Ses- 
sion will run from June 28 to Aug. 
10. 

Mr. Hulburd, in outlining the 
purpose of the Andover Summer 
Session, indicated that this was 
designed as an opportunity for 
serious study for able and qualified 
secondary school students. The 
curriculum is designed to provide 
enrichment and advancement 
rather than remedial or make-up 
work. Mr. Hulburd emphasized the 
fact that in no sense was this 
Summer Session a tutoring school 
or a cram session. It is expected 
that boys who will avail them- 
selves of this opportunity will be 
taking new work, taking advantage 
of opportunities that are not nor- 
mally provided in the average 
secondary school curriculum. The 
curriculum is broad and the educa- 
tional standards are high. Outside 
the classroom there isa full board- 
ing-school program of sports and 
extra-curricular activities. Last 
year, Mr. Hulburd explained, basic 
changes were made inthe program 
as an experiment. Because of the 
overwhelming success of that pro- 
gram these changes are all in- 
corporated in this year’s Session. 
The Session is reduced from eight 
to six weeks; no credit will be 
given for any course; no reviewor 
make-up courses will be offered. 

The most fundamental change 
requires that every student attend- 
ing the Session take a six-hour 
english composition course in 
addition to a 12-hour major course 
in some other field. 

The Summer Session faculty is 
made up almost entirely of men 
from the regular Andover faculty, 
and all of the facilities of Phillips 
Academy will be available to the 
summer students, including the 
85,000 volume Library, the Addi- 
son Gallery of American Art and all 
the other cultural and athletic 
facilities of the 450 acre campus.
